"Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in General As- 
sembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the I 
authority of the same — that it shall be law- 
ful for the qualified voters of the counties of 
Adams, Dauphin, Lancaster, York, Fnint- 
lin, Cumberland. Bradford, Centre, Greene, 
and Erie, from and after the passage of this j 
act, to vote for all candidates for the various i 
offices to be filled at any election on one I 
slip or ticket: Provided. The office for 
which every candidate is voted for, sha}} be 
designated, as required by the existing laws 
of this Commonwealth. 


'•Section '2. TbaS any fraud com mi i ted 


by anv person TOIJDC in she manner above 
prescribed, shall K* punished as similar 
fraud.- arc ^irooicd '" 5*o punished by Ihc 


oil of any city, or (JomiuiBsioner of any in- 
cnrporutcd uistiict, is by law incapable of 
liohiiug or exercising at ihe same tiinu, tho 
oflice or appointment nf Judge, lusptctor, 
or Clerk of any election uf ttiU Cu'l'iutuu- 
wenltli, and tliut no .ludgc, lus^ectof, or 
oilier o.licer of any such election, nliall be 
eligible to auy office to be then voted fv*' 


Ai-SO, that iu the fourth section of tile 


act of Assembly, entitled "An Act relating 
to executions, and for other purposes," ap- 
proved April 10,1840, it is enacted that 
the aforesaid 13tli section "shall not be cou^ 
[-trued, as to prevent any militia officer or 
borough officer, from serving as judge, in- 
spector or clerk, at any general or special 
election in this Commonwealth." 


And in and by an Act of the General As- 


sembly of this Stute, passed the 2d day of 
Jtil}-, 1880, it is directed that the Inspec- 
tors and Judges be at the places of their 
districts on the day of the General Election 
aforesaid, at 9 o'clock in the foreuoon, to 
do arid perform the several duties required 
and enjoined on them in aud by the same 
act. 


And be it further directed, in and by the 


act of the General Assembly of this State 
aforesaid, that one of the Judges of each of 
the different districts aforesaid, who shall 
have the charge of the certificates of the 
number of votes which shall have been giv- 
en for each candidate for the different offi- 
ces then and there voted for at their respec- 
tive districts, shall meet on the third day af- 
ter the election, which shall be on Frhlay 
the li)th of October aforesaid, at the Court- 
house, iu the Borough of Gettysburg, then 
and there to make a fair statement aud cer- 
tificate of the number of votes, which shall 
have been given at the different districts in 
the county of Adams, for any person or, per- 
sons for the offices aforesaid.

The fire of the enemy was scarcely less fu- 
rious. 
Night closed tbe scene. Early in 


the day of the 13th the signal for an assault 
by two detachments already detailed for the 
service, was given, and our brave troops 
moved forward to the attack. 
The stony 


and precipitous acclivities, were but slowly 
mounted, yet tbe advance of tbe columns 
was unwavering, though made under the 
hottest discharge of cannon and musketry. 
The tirst redoubt was carried amid loud ac- 
clamations. 
Pressingsteadily on, ourtroops 


overcame the most determined resistance, 
dislodged the enemy at every point, aud 
swept up die hill with prodigious energy, 
in the luce of a desolating fire. Surround- 
ing tbe castle on itscresf, was a deep ditch, 
and stone walls 12 to 15 feet iu height.— 
Scaling-ladders 
wore planted, and over 


these formidable ramparts, under a sheet of 
flaine, our men poured with fierce intrepidi- 
ty, filling tbe castle and overwhelming its 
defenders, who steadily and fiercely resisted 
to the last. The stars and stripes were 
flung out from its huge walls, while lone 
continued shoufs aud cheers announced its 
.fall, and the entrance of the American ar- 
my into the regal halls of tbe Moutezunaas. 
In the language of General Scott, "No 
scene could have been more animating and 
glorious." 
Yet was the victory dearly pur- 


chased, by a further loss from our gallant 
corps of 800 killed and wounded. 


"The shouts that rent tbe air carried 


consternation 
to the anciny, aad an- 


nounced the impending fall of tbe city 
below. 
General Scott had arrived on the 


walls of tbe castle just as it bad been car- 
ried, and after a glance at the position of 
things, determined at once to advance by 
two routes into tbe city. 
Tbe columns of 


Quitman and Worth were ordered to move 
forward in separate detachments. Worth's 
division became engaged in a street fight in 
the suburbs, but forced its way and took up 
its quarters close upon tbe city. 
Quitman 


advanced still further on another road, and 
after some hard fighting encamped within 
the gates. On the whole of thi's eventful 
and glorious day Scott bad displayed won- 
derful activity, and bad been at all points 
where he could best give directions, animate 
the troops, or share ia the conflicts of bis 
brave comrades.
